Ending Drives 
In California 


Bitter Charges 
Are Heard with 
Final Vote Appeal 


SAN FRANCISCO (A P)-Sen. 
Barry Coldwater and Gov. Nel­ 
son A. Rockefeller directed fi­ 
nal appeals to the voters today 
in an explosive windup to Cal 
ifornia’s presidential primary. 
Bitter charges of “smear’ 
and “irresponsibility” between 
the rival camps sharpened the 
vital race for the state’s 86 Re­ 
publican 
national 
convention 
delegates in Tuesday’s ballot­ 
ing. 
Both sides, in traditional fash­ 
ion, expressed confidence in the 
outcome of a battle which Rock­ 
efeller says will shape the fu­ 
ture course af the Republican 
party. 
The polls have lifted Rockefel­ 
ler to frontrunner from the un­ 
derdog rating he had before his 
surprise victory in Oregon. But 
the pulse-takers cushioned their 
figures with enough undecided 
voters to swing the election ei­ 
ther way. 
That was true, too, in the tor­ 
rid clash between Pierre Salin­ 
ger, former White House press 
secretary, and State Controller 
Alan Cranston in a wholesale 
Democratic contest for the U.S. 
Senate nomination. 
The primary, which started 
out as a ho-hum affair, is ex­ 
pected to bring out 65 per cent 
of the 7,122,724 registered vot­ 
ers. The total includes 4,022,302 
Democrats, 
2,895,448 
Republi­ 
cans. 
The feverish tempo of the 
closing weeks matched the in­ 
fighting over who is going to 
control the two parties in the 
state. 
Rockefeller, who flew to New 
York just in time for the birth 
of a son Saturday, returns for 
a 12-hour series of airport ral­ 
lies at 14 cities. 
Coldwater flew to Washington 
for the graduation of his daugh­ 
ter Peggy, 19, from Mt. Vernon 
Junior College and to deliver 
the commencement address. He 
is due back tonight for an elec- 
tion-eve rally in Los Angeles.

Probe Report 


Is Awaited 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Warren Commission’s report on 
President John F. Kennedy’s 
assassination is expected to sub­ 
stantiate the original FBI find­ 
ing that Lee Harvey Oswald, act 
ing alone, murdered Kennedy. 
The commission has complet­ 
ed its basic work and set the 
end of the month as the target 
date for a report expected to 
detail the evidence that Oswald 
was 
the assassin 
and 
acted 
alone. 
The commission plans to call 
several more witnesses includ­ 
ing Kennedy’s widow, who will 
testify at a secret time and 
place. She was riding in the car 
with her husband when he was 
shot in Dallas last Nov. 22. 
Commission staff groups are 
drafting separately the segments 
of what may be a 500-page re­ 
port. With its supporting docu­ 
ments and testimony, the report 
is expected to rival in extent 
and size the massive report of 
the Pearl Harbor commission 
after World War II. 


'Required' 


Prayer Is 


Again Banned 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court ruled again to­ 
day that required prayer and 
Bible reading in public schools 
is unconsitutional. 
It did so in overturning 
a 
Florida court decision with re­ 
gard to Miami’s public schools. 
The tribunal cited its 1963 de­ 
cision in a similar case from 
Abington Township in Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
In the Abington case, and also 
in a case from Maryland, the 
Supreme Court, last year, held 
that required Bible reading and 
prayer exercises are unconstitu­ 
tional. 
Florida’s Supreme Court, in 
the decision overturned today, 
said that state’s law requiring 
Bible reading was based on 
secular rather than sectarian 
considerations, and was intend­ 
ed to require moral training and 
inculcation of good citizenship. 
The highest tribunal, in an un­ 
signed order today, said it was 
reversing the Florida court with 
respect to issues of constitution­ 
ality of prayer and Bible read­ 
ing in schools. 
It said other questions raised 
in the case were not ruled on. 
These included validity of reli­ 
gious baccalaureate programs, 
the taking of a religious census 
among students, and conducting 
religious tests as a qualification 
for employment of teachers. 
These latter issues, the Su 
preme Court said, did not have 
“properly 
presented 
federal 
questions.” 


Leader 
Mike 
Mansfield 
has 
promised sessions opening three 
hours earlier than usual in a 
drive to step up the pace of the 
debate. 
Mansfield has said he hopes 
the Senate can vote on cloture, 
its debate - limiting procedure, 
by June IO. This would mean 
filing of a cloture petition a 
week from today. A vote must 
come on the second day after 
the petition is filed. 
If the two-thirds vote needed 
to invoke cloture and halt the 
Southern talkathon is available, 
the bill is expected to be passed 
soon afterward. The Southerners 
fighting the measure concede 
there are ample votes to put it 
through once debate has been 
choked off. 
Under cloture each senator is 
limited to one hour of speech 
time on all issues. However, he 
could 
offer 
any 
number 
of 
amendments. More than 240 now 
have been introduced. 
Cloture has been invoked by 
the Senate only five times in its 
history, never on civil rights. 
Republican Leader Everett M 
Dirksen agrees that the time 
has come for action but says 
the cloture vote may have to be 
deferred until the third week of 
this month. 
Dirksen said “we expect to get 
the votes to close the debate” 
when the test comes. 
The leaders are relying heav­ 
ily on a package of amendments 
they introduced last week to pick 
up the final votes. 
Over the weekend, supporters 
of cloture picked up two more 
votes bringing to 58 the number 
of senators who have told The 
Associated Press they 
would 
back cloture. Another 26 are 
listed as firmly opposed to it 
If all IOO senators are present 
and vote. 67 will be required to 
limit debate.

Marauders Raid 
Subway Trains, 
Rob Passengers 


NEW YORK (AP)—Bands of 
teen - aged Negro marauders, I 
raiding subway trains and a 
ferry boat, brought terror to 
normally 
quiet 
sections 
of 
Brooklyn and lower Manhattan 
over the weekend. 
Early 
Sunday 
20 
youths 
stormed aboard a subway train 
en route from Coney Island in 
Brooklyn and 
terrorized 
and 
robbed passengers. 
The youths, many of them 
reeking with alcohol, left the 
train at Kings Highway, Brook­ 
lyn, after smashing windows and 
light bulbs. 
They 
ran 
to 
the 
street, 
smashed the window of a beau­ 
ty parlor and stole about $90 
from the cash register. 
Residents 
of 
the 
district, 
which is predominantly white, 
reacted with anger and a street 
clash was narrowly averted. 
About 40 persons poured out 
of homes and a bar and began 
“passing rem arks,” said detec­ 
tive Raymond Sheerin. 
Sheerin 
continued: 
“They 
wanted to do something. It was 
like they were trying to say to 
us, ‘Let us have them for a little 
while’ or something to that ef­ 
fect.” 
Sheerin was among officers in 
ll cars which sped to the area.

Less than two hours earlier, 
two men and two youths cowed 
the motorman aboard a subway 
train near Prospect Park in 
Brooklyn. They threatened the 
motorman with a meat cleaver. 
Police said the four got off at 
Prospect Park, boarded another 
train, and threatened passen­ 
gers with the cleaver. One pas­ 
senger Clifford 
Renaus,

pulled the emergency cord as 
the train rolled into a station. 
He ran from the car and called 
police from the cashier’s booth.

The nation’s traffic deaths 
during the Memorial Day week­ 
end—more than 400—hit a rec­ 
ord high for a three-day observ­ 
ance of the holiday. 
The death toll on the high­ 
ways from 6 p.m. local time 
Thursday to midnight Sunday 
was 429. Belated reports were 
expected to boost the final fig­ 
ure. 
The record toll for the first 
holiday weekend of the spring 
topped the previous high mark 
of 371 set over the Memorial 
Day period in 1958. The Nation­ 
al Safety Council had made a 
preholiday 
estimate that be­ 
tween 410 and 490 persons might 
be killed in traffic accidents 
during the 78-hour period. 
The heaviest toll was Sunday 
as millions of motorists jammed 
highways headed for home aft­ 
er 
outings. 
Reports 
indicate 
nearly 150 persons were killed 
in traffic accidents in the final 
24 hours of the holiday period. 
Traffic fatalities during the 
holiday period compared to 418 
traffic deaths during a nonholi­ 
day weekend of 78 hours, from 
6 p.m. Thursday, May 14 to 
midnight Sunday, May 17. The 
Associated Press survey for the 
nonholiday period also showed 
23 deaths in boating accidents 
and 73 persons drowned, a total 
af 514. Boating deaths during th 
holiday period totaled 16 while 
40 persons drowned. 
At least 16 deaths on Ohio’s 
roads during the holiday week­ 
end were reported to the Asso­ 
ciated 
Press. 
State 
highway 
safety officials had predicted 
that 23 persons would perish in 
traffic mishaps. 
The toll was not only less 
than had been predicted but 
also was below normal for a 
non - holiday 
weekend. 
T w o 
weeks ago the Associated Press, 
for comparison purposes, made 
a survey of traffic deaths over 
a similar 78-hour period. Sev­ 
enteen fatalities were counted 
over that weekend. 


Judy Garland Leaves

The United States provides 97 
per cent of the foreign aid re­ 
ceived by the government of 
South Viet Nam. The aid expect­ 
ed from other countries is not 
likely to reduce this percentage.

Some Johnson aides say pri­ 
vately the concept of “the great 
society”, as the President has 
expressed it, is more typical of 
his view of the role of govern­ 
ment than anything he has done 
as chief executive. 
However, they emphasize the 
concrete aspects of the concept 
— rebuilt 
cities, 
flourishing 
schools, conservation programs 


and the elimination of poverty — 
rather 
than 
the 
abstractions 
which have embellished John- 
on’s speeches on the subject. 
They argue that, throughout 
his political life, Johnson has 
been intrigued by the notion of 
revitalizing the economy of en­ 
tire regions through rural elec­ 
trification, power projects, re­ 
forestation, job retraining and 
the like. 
Johnson first talked in detail 
about “the great society” in his 
May 22 commencement address 
at the University of .Michigan.

Loyalty Oath 


Ruled Illegal 


By Tribunal 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court struck down to­ 
day two Washington state laws 
requiring that all state em­ 
ployes take loyalty oaths. 
Justice Byron R. White, de­ 
livering the 
court’s decision, 
said the laws u “re “unconstitu­ 
tionally vague.” 
About 64 persons employed by 
the University of Washington in 
teaching and nonteaching jobs 
had challenged validity of the 
state laws. 
They appealed from a deci­ 
sion by a special three-judge 
U.S. District Court in Seattle, 
Wash., that upheld the state re­ 
quirement. 
One law, enacted in 1955, re­ 
quires state employes to swear 
they are not subversive per­ 
sons, as defined in the law. The 
other law, enacted in 1931, re­ 
quires that 
another oath be 
taken by teachers. 
White’s majority opinion said 
the university employes con­ 
tended 
before 
the

Key Officials 
Talk in Hawaii 


Final Decision 
Up to President 


HONOLULU (AP)—Top U.S. 
strategists opened secret talks 
on Communist-plagued Southeast 
Asia today as the shaky coali­ 
tion government of Laos ap­ 
peared to be falling apart. 
The virtual pullout of the pro­ 
communist Pathet Lao from a 
patched-up coalition with Lao­ 
tian neutralists 
and 
rightists 
deepened the crisis atmosphere 
surrounding the talks. 
Just about every key Ameri­ 
can 
official 
concerned 
with 
Southeast Asia was present for 
the two-day conference behind 
closed doors at Pacific Com­ 
mand headquarters overlooking 
Pearl Harbor.

MUNICH, 
Germany 
(AP)— 
From f943 on we were certain 
that the Western Allies would 
come. We knew that the Rus­ 
sians were pressing for action 
they hoped would bring them re 
lief in the east. 
But just where the Western 
landing would be made was 
anybody’s guess. We had to de­ 
fend 1,200 miles of French, Bel 
gian and Dutch coastal lines. 
There was ample choice for the 
invading forces to pick the right 
spot. 
^ 
Coastal fortifications differed 
grossly in strength. They were 
strongest in Holland, on both 
sides of Calais and on both sides 
of the River Somme. They were 
very weak in Normandy and 
weaker yet in southern France 
Field 
Marshal 
(Gerd) 
von 
Rundstedt thought little of the 
German coastal defense system 
the “Atlantikwall.” To him it 
was all bluff. The field marshal 
was the “OB West”, the Ger 
man commander in chief on the 
Western Front. He was a true 
grandseigneur, a soldier who 
held high the old traditions, and 
a brilliant strategist. I was his 
chief of staff. 
Under 
his 
command were 
Groups “B”, headed by the 
young, able Field Marshal Er 
win Rommel who earlier had 
led the Afrikakorps, and “C* 
commanded by Col. Gen. Jo­ 
hannes Blaskowitz. Army group 
“B” controlled the coastal sec 
tion from the Netherlands to St 
Nazaire, at the mouth of the 
River Loire. 
“ G” was to defend the re 
maining stretch of the French 
Atlantic coast and the French 
Mediterranean coast. 
Rommel’s idea was to line up 
all of his armored divisions 
right behind the coastal front of 
his section. This, he argued 
would permit them to go imme 
diately into action in case of an 
Allied invasion. 
Rommel had experienced the 
vast Allied air superiority in Af­ 
rica. He was convinced that the 
same situation would prevail 
during an Allied invasion on the 
Western Front and that this 
would prevent armored move 
ments over greater distances 
Rundstedt, in turn, had a1 
ways believed in mobile opera 
tions. He was opposed to rigid 
coastal defense. He wanted to 
assemble the bulk of armored 
strength in the Paris area, and 
attack the Allies when they 
were far enough removed from 
the coastal bases and no longer 
had the support of the heavy 
naval artillery. 
Hitler decided in favor 
Rommel’s plan. But he, too 
wanted to keep some reserves 
in the rear. Thus, the two 
strongest panzer divisions, Lehr 
division and SS-Division Hitler 
jugend, were stationed west of 
Paris and remained under Hit 
ler’s command.

What did we know of the ene 
my at that time: Actually, we 
know very little.

ing in Belgium, in Normandy, 
in Brittany, at the Bay of Bis­ 
cay on the Mediterranean coast. 
Beginning in 1944, the situa­ 
tion became a little clearer. The 
German High Command gradu­ 
ally became convinced that the 
invasion would come in the 
month of May. Hitler correctly 
guessed that it would be in Nor­ 
mandy. 
But what was real, 
what was forged? 
Rundstedt 
and I believed that the Allies 
would 
attack 
north 
of 
the 
Somme River, because this was 
the shortest route to north Ger­ 
many. Normandy could possibly 
became the scene of a feint at­ 
tack. 
What did we have available 
for fighting the invading Allies? 
Field Marshal von Rundstedt 
had under his command a total 
of 59 divisions — 32 stationary 
coastal divisions, 17 normal in­ 
fantry divisions and ten panzer 
(armored) divisions. The units 
varied considerably in strength 
and equipment. 
The w e a k e s t and worst 
equipped among them were the 
coastal divisions. Artillery was 
horsedrawn. 
Our air force comprised near 
ly 320 planes. Hitler had prom­ 
ised 1,000 (Messerschmitt) jet 
fighters, but they never arrived. 
Thus, there were 28 Allied air­ 
craft for every single German 
plane on invasion day. Our air 
reconnaissance was only rarely 
able to penetrate behind the Al­ 
lied antiaircraft system. Thus 
we lacked details about D-Day 
preparations. 
In fact, our aerial reconnais­ 
sance was so “blind” that it did 
not even spot the Allied landing 
force which had sailed off from 
southern England in the morn­ 
ing of June 4, 1944, but was re­ 
called because of bad weather. 
On that June 4, tension was 
amounting at the OB West head­ 
quarters in St. Germain, just 
northwest of Paris. One felt 
there was something in the air. 
The Allied 
airraids 
became 
more and more n u m e r o u s . 
There was a sharp increase in 
the 
sabotage actions by the 
French resistance. 
On June 5, an Allied radio 
message was picked up. It was 
a coded warning to the French 
resistance that the landing was 
imminent. Our troops were im­ 
mediately put on alert. Hitler’s 
headquarters was informed of 
the situation. 
The first reports which ar­ 
rived that night about para­ 
troop landings near Caen and 
Carentan were pretty vague. In 
the early morning hours of June 
6, the situation became clearer. 
American airborne troops had 
landed north of Carentan (82nd 
and 101st Airborne Divisions). 
But they met with stiff re­ 
sistance. 
They 
ran 
into the 
352nd German Infantry Division 
which, 
by 
sheer coincidence, 
had been concentrated in that 
area for a training exercise. It 
almost seemed to us that the 
American landing had failed. 
Eventually, 
the 
superior 
strength made itself felt. 
Farther to the 
east, 
near 
Caen, the British 6th Air Divi­ 
sion was more successful. They 
faced the brave, but very weak, 
German 716th Coastal Division 
which had to defend a broad 
section. 
Were these landings really 
the actual invasion or were they 
just a large-scale feint while the 
actual invasion was to come 
farther east on the Somme? 
These doubts were to keep us

The first large Allied landing 
then came at dawn on June 6.

All-Purpose 


Potatoes 


Rank High

Toward the end of the 19th 
century, ^America developed a 
white potato that was the whit­ 
est-skinned variety ever seen. 
In some places it was known as 
the 
“White 
Rose.” 
In other 
places, it was known by other 
descriptive 
names 
such 
as 
“ American Giant” or “ Wiscon­ 
sin Pride.” 
Today, this exceptional 
all­ 
purpose potato ranks high 
in 
the American potato world — 
one of the Big Ten. California 
soil and climate are ideal for 
growing this type of potato. 
That is why 77 per cent of the 
potatoes grown in California are 
“Long whites.” Oregon, Wash­ 
ington, Montana, and Idaho al­ 
so grow this fine potato, but 
California is the big supplier. 
From the beginning of May 
through July, these handsome 
potatoes are in the midst of the 
largest of three annual crops 
Watch for and make use of this 
aristocratic potato — so long, 
white and clean-looking. This is 
because they have been care­ 
fully washed in large modern 
packing 
plants, 
and 
quickly 
handled and packed. 
ALPHONSO POTATOES 
% c. diced green pepper

Cut 3 cross­ 
wise wedges Va - in. thick in 
each 
potato cutting almost to 
bottom of each. Place in square 
of aluminum foil.

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — The 
USAC racing fraternity began 
moving its cars and equipment 
to Milwaukee today for the 100- 
miler there next Sunday, en­ 
riched by the biggest purse ever 
paid for the Indianapolis 500 but 
impoverished by the loss of two 
outstanding drivers in the 48th 
Memorial Day grind. 
Charging A.J. Foyt Jr. and 
his Old Betsy Offenhauser got 
the lion’s share of $153,650 from 
the $506,625 total. 
The first closed circuit tele­ 
cast of the Memorial Day event 
showed 
veteran 
Eddie Sachs 
plowing into the side of rookie 
Dave 
MacDonald’s 
ultra-light 
car and causing a gasoline ex­ 
plosion that killed them both. 
The remarkable live televi 
sion show contributed nothing 
to the purse, which was only 
$12,959 more than last year, 
when Parnelli Jones picked up 
the previous record winner’s 
share. 
Anton 
(Tony) Hillman 
Jr., 
Indianapolis 
Motor 
Speedway 
owner, said the closed circuit 
TV “about broke even” finan­ 
cially but it was considered a 
success. 
It should make a substantial 
contribution to the purse in the 
future, he added. 
The crowd, probably a record 
last Saturday but not disclosed 
was estimated from 260,000 up 
to an unlikely 350,000. 
A large proportion of it saw 
the great ball of fire that erupt­ 
ed on the second lap near the 
upper end of the main straight­ 
away. Many felt the heat a n d 
inhaled the smoke as five other 
cars piled into the inferno and 
were blasted from the race. 
The race was halted and re­ 
started for only the second time 
since the 500 was inaugurated 
in 1911. The other stop in 1926 
was because of rain. 
The hard-driving Foyt, three 
times USAC national champion 
and the 1961 Memorial Day win­ 
ner, 
gunned 
his 
supposedly 
obsolescent front-engine Shera- 
ton-Thompson Special into first 
place on the 55th lap, after the 
more glamorous new equipment 
had washed out. 
Rodger Ward, twice winner of 
the event, made the best show­ 
ing with one of the new rear- 
engine Fords, taking the $56,925 
second money. He had to make 
five pit stops three more than 
he planned and three more than 
Foyt needed. 
Scott Jimmy Clark and team­ 
mate Dan Gurney, in the new 
Lotus-Fords, were the victims

of imported tires that began 
shredding chunks of rubber. 
Bobby Marshman, driving a 
year-old Lotus with a new Ford 
engine, set a 90 one-lap record 
of 156.646 — faster than Foyt 
qualified with the track all to 
himself, 154.672. Then Marsh­ 
man sheered off an oil tank 
plug and had to retire after 35 
laps. 
Parnelli Jones and Foyt had 
an interesting duel for a while 
in similar Indy roadsters but 
the fuel tank of Jones’ Agajani- 
an-Bowes Special blew up in 
pit stop and he was lucky to 
escape with minor burns.

The 106-page report said the 
economy of the Columbus hub is 
based soundly on a combination 
research, government, finance, 
trade and services. 
“The major problem associat­ 
ed with improving the overall 
economy af the study area,” the 
report said, “is to devise ways 
that will lead to substantial im­ 
provement in the level of living 
throughout the area.” 
The report urged “positive ac­ 
tions” toward improving eco­ 
nomic development of sub-areas 
surrounding 
Franklin 
County, 
discussed factors which have re­ 
tarded or stimulated growth in 
various parts of the region, and 
proposed highway improvement 
to attract desirable industries 
and make “some of the most 
desirable recreational areas in 
Ohio” more accessible. 
Among things recommended 
by the report was particular at­ 
tention to attracting growth sec 
tors of the economy. It said edu­ 
cation, research and recreation 
warrant special emphasis. 
Maintenance and continued 
improvement of the business 
climate is vital, the report said, 
and it proposed different ap­ 
proaches to financing more com­ 
petitive 
industries, 
decentral­ 
ized urbanization, necessity for 
higher levels of education, inno­ 
vations in product lines and 
businesses, expanded water sup­ 
plies, better pollution control, 
integrated 
areawide 
planning 
activities at all levels, and more 
effective promotional efforts.

MADISON, Ohio (A P)-Thej 
mother of a soldier killed in a 
recent South Viet Nam helicop­ 
ter crash says she’s not bitter 
that her son lost his life while 
serving his country but “I don’t 
like the way he died.” 
Mrs. Mariettazehe of Thomp­ 
son Sunday night called for a 
full disclosure of the U. S. serv­ 
iceman’s role in Viet Nam and 
of the “help and equipment he 
is getting from home.” 
“I know he was ready to 
give his life for his country if 
need be,” she said in an inter­ 
view. “ But for him to die sense­ 
lessly, for a reason like that, is 
unbearable.” 
Her son, Pfc. Albert L. Shi- 
mek, 29, was one of three Amer­ 
icans killed in the April ll crash 
which also claimed the lives of 
eight Vietnamese. The Iroquois 
Uhib Bell Helicopter went down 
after reportedly losing part of 
its tail assembly. 
Secretary of the Army Stephen 
Ailes said last week that eight 
Americans have been killed in 
Viet Nam so far because of 
structural failures in old CH21 
helicopters now being replaced 
by the Iroquois. 
Although the cause of the 
April ll crash is still unknown, 
Ailes has said an investigation 
s h o w e d “possible structural 
problems were revealed which 
may have contributed to the ac­ 
cident.” 


Secretary of Defense Robert 
S. McNamara has termed re­ 
ports about whether obsolete 
equipment is being used in Vie! 
Nam and causing casulaties as 
“absolutely without foundation.’ 
After the April crash, he said, 
the 32 other Iroquois choppers 
were modified and grounded for 
a short time for inspection oi 
their tail booms. 
Shimek, in the Air Force dur­ 
ing the Korean conflict, enlisted 
in the Army last November. A 
medical corpsman, he had been 
in Viet Nam only 16 days. 
In his last letter home his 
mother quoted her son as saying 
in part: 
“Boy, this is the stinkingesl 
damn place I was ever in. Its 
worse than Korea.”
